The demand of the miners, as stated 
in the ultimatum, is for a restoration 
of the Wage scale of 1903, which is an 
increase of 6.55 per cent. It is antici­ 
pated that the operators' reply will bo 
a refusal, and in that ovent the com­ 
mittee will report a disagreement to 
the joint conference of miners and op­ 
erators. In that case the question will 
be debated before the joint conven­ 
tion. According to those concerned, 
there is little , prospect for an agree­ 
ment. 


John Mitchell, president of tho min­ 
ers, took the floor anti said that he had 
been informed oil reliable authority 
that there were rumors in hotel corri­ 
dors that tho operators believed that 
if they would stand firmly by their 
position and prolong the sessions of 
the joint ecftle committee the miners 
would agree to sign the present scale 
and recede from their demand for an 
increase In wages. He said he wanted 
to explain to the operators that there 
would be under no circumstances an 
agreement at less than the scale of 
1903, unless after a disagreement the 
operators could enforce less terms, and 
he did not believe they could. 
Vice 
President Lewis said: 


“I want to say more than President 
Mitchell has said. We will be divided 
neither in this scale conference, out of 
this scale conference, in the convention 
or anywhere else, so far as I am con­ 
cerned. If we have got to such a point 
in these conferences where we must 
wait to see who is going to be able to 
divide the forces on either side, then I 
belipve we ore facing a dangerous 
problem. 
* 


“I realize the present situation. 
I 
have* not «treated the situation confront­ 
ing us in a frivolous manner. I know 
what a suspension of work means to 
our people; 1 know what it will prob­ 
ably mean to millions of other people 
who are not directly interested in these 
questions. 
I have hopes that we may 
be able to find a solution of our present 
difficulties, but that solution will only 
come when both sides are ready to 
sign a wage agreement, carrying with 
It the prices paid in 1903. We believe 
that the operators can pay the 1903 
scale, and there is no reason for our 
considering anything else.” 


Herman C. Perry, president* of tho 
Illinois miners, said he had hoard it 
rumored that different interests had 
been attempting to use their influences 
to bring about a strike, notably the 
small operators and the coal dealers, 
who, he had been Informed, were sup­ 
porting a lobby in the hope of influ­ 
encing the operators to force a dis­ 
agreement. 


He added that there would be no 
division of the Illinois miners and no 
mine would be allowed to run even 
with an advance in wages unless all 
the union mines in Illinois were given 
the same advance. 


Would Raise Price of Hard Coal $1.20, 
Now York, March 20.—The anthracite 
coal operators, feeling that the public 
should be fully and accurately informed 
concerning all points now in dispute 
with the miners, authorize the follow­ 
ing statements: 


Much inquiry has been made as to 
the precise calculation by which tho 
anthracite coal operators establish tho 
fact that in order to grant the demands 
made by the coal miners it will be 
necessary to raise the price charged the 
consumer by $1.20 a ton. The operators 
feel that the public should be fully in­ 
formed upon this point, as it will be 
absolutely imposible to sell coal for less 
than this increase if the demands be 
allowed. 


Washington, March 26.—Trade 
of

shiiiiid be made up of peaty loam, one 
part, and leaf mold, oue part, and a

A GOOD APPLE STOREHOUSE. 
I a in convinced that every orchard 


should have some sort of a storage 
room as near as possible owing to 
scarcity of help and it should be co- 
operative, if favorably situated for 
such a plan, I will describe my own. 
The underpinning was carefully fitted.' 
pointed with a mixture of lime and 
cement, air tight save for two small 
places left for ventilation. Our house 
is Isniit with four air-tight partitions, 
making three dead air spaces, made 
by two thicknesses of boards with 
sheathing paper between. 


The outside ai:d inside of the build- 


ings a.re of sheathing boards. All the 
other parts arc made of the very 
cheapest materials. 
Upon the tight- 


ness of the partitions depends the suc- 
cess of the building. 


We have two double windows fitted 


with shutters outside and in. 
Fot 


common use we have an ordinary door 
large enough to drive a double team 
into, with an extra door containing an 
air space, to close up for -winter. A 
flue 10x12 inches opens from the floor 
opposite the door, going down four or 
five feet, then rubbing off into a hoi- 
lo~. This is used for cooling the ap-. 
pies when first -stored, also for ventiia.-" 
tion. 


Two small flues and a movable stair- 


way, so constructed as to make an air 
space like the rest of the ceiling, lead 
to the chamber above. This ceiling i? 
of two thicknesses of board and one of 
sheathing paper, and the floor ot the 
chamber is made in the same ways 
making an air space between. The 
house has been in use eleven years, ihe 
fruit keeping in practically a perfect 
condition. The apples are stored as 
they are picked, being careful not to 
bruise them. There is as fitt.'e waste 
as if shipped to cold storage. 
Even- 


ness of temperature favors keeping. 
We have known the house after beina 
cooled down to nearly freezing to re- 
main weeks without varying a degree 
There is. little loss 
from shrinkage, 


and we have got.from twenty-five tc 
fifty cents more per barrel by holding 
the fruit awhile. 
Onr orchard ha? 


outgrown the storage, and we are add 
ing another room built on about the 
Mine principle.—F. H. Mcr*e, IB tbe 
American Cultivator.

GROWING 
FERNS IN 
POTS. 


Many persons have givoji up grow- 
terns in pots on account of poor 
success

but a few things to know in order to 
keep ferns in good condition, and Imve 
them increase in beauty from year to 
year, says an authority. 
They must be 
grown in a moist atmosphere. 
If kept 
in u hot, dry room they Avill do no 
good. 
For this reason they do poorly 
in rooms heated by steam or hot Avater, 
unless provision is made for adding 
moisture to the air. 
A room heated 
bv a liot air heater Avhicb iias an evap- 
orating pan is tile best for ferns. 
Also 
the soil must be kept moist at 
all 
times, yet 
Avell 
drained. 
The soil 
should bo made up of peaty loam, one 
part, and leaf mold, one part, aud a 
handful of bone meal to a pot.

A GOOD A P P L E 
STOREHOUSE. 


1 am convinced tbat every orchard 
should bav(! some sort of a 
storage 
room as near as po.s;>ible owing 
to 
scarcity of iielp and it should be co- 
operative, 
if 
favorably 
situated 
for 
such a plan. 
I will describe my own. 
The underpinning was carefully fitted, 
pointed Aviib a mixture of lime and 
cement, air tight save for two small 
I)Iaces left for ventilation. 
Our house 
is hulit with four air-tight partitions, 
making three dead air spaces, 
made 
by two 
thicknesses of 
boards 
with 
sheathing paper betAA^een. 


The outside and inside of the build- 
ings a.re of sheathing boards. 
All the 
other 
parts 
are 
made 
of 
the 
very 
cheapest materials. 
Upon the tight- 
ness of the liartilious depends tbe suc- 
cess of tbe building. 


We have two double windoAA-s fitted 
with 
shutters outside and in. 
Fot 
common use we have an ordinary door 
large enough to drive a double team 
into, Avith an extra door containing an 
air space, to close up for Avinter. 
A 
iluo 10x12 inches opens from the flooi 
opposite the door, going down four or 
five feet, then rubbing off iuto a hoi* 
low. 
This is used for cooling the ap- 
ples when first stored, also for ventila- 
tion. 


Two small flues and a movable stair- 
way, so constructed as to make an air 
space like the rest of the ceiling, lead 
to the chamber above. 
This ceiling isi 
of two thicknesses of board aud one oi 
shuathing paper, and the floor ot tlio 
chamber is made in the same way^ 
making an air space between. 
The 
house iias been in use eleven years, the 
fruit keeping in jiractlcaliy a perfect 
condition. 
The apples are stored a« 
they are picked, being careful not lo 
bruise them. 
There is as little waste 
as if shipped to cold storage, 
Kven» 
ness ot temperature favors keeping. 
We have known the house after being 
cooled down to nearly freezing fo re- 
main weeks AA'itJiout A'arying a degree 
There is little loss 
from 
shrinkage, 
and Ave have got from fsventy-live tc 
iifty cents more per barrel by Jiolding 
the fruit 
aAvhile. 
Our orchard 
has 
outgrown the storage, aud we are add 
ing another room built on about the
